« Redhaven 


Medium to large, midseason yellow freestone of high quality, good 
commercial and home peach ripening between Jerseyland and Triogem. 


Golden Jubilee 

Medium to large, yellow freestone of high quality, productive, 
and hardy. A good early variety for commercial planting as well as for 
roadside sales and home use. 


~ Golden Globe 
A large, firm, yellow freestone of high quality ripening with Triogem 
or just following Jubilee. It is not as hardy in bud as some varieties but 
an attractive high quality commercial variety. 


~~Halehaven 
Medium to large, midseason yellow freestone of high quality and 
color, productive and hardy. A good commercial peach particularly 


adapted to heavier soils. 


Pacemaker | 


A large, firm, yellow variety ripening between Halehaven and Summetr- 
crest. The tree and fruit resemble J. H. Hale. Like Hale the flower is 
self-sterile and needs another variety for cross pollination. 


- Elberta 


Medium to large, yellow freestone ripening in Central Jersey about 
Labor Day. Universally adapted to soil and environmental conditions. 
The nation’s greatest planted variety. 


“ J. H. Hale 


Large, yellow freestone with excellent quality ripening just before 
Elberta. It is tender in the bud but excellent for home canning.

APPLES 
\Lodi 


Very early, large, yellow apple similar to Yellow Transparent, ripen- 
ing about the same season, but larger and firmer. A good cooking apple 
early in the season. 


Williams Early Red 


Very early, medium to large, red striped, productive apple. A good 
early dessert apple for the season. 


~ Red Gravenstein 


Red sport of Gravenstein ripening at the same early season with the 
high quality for eating and cooking of Gravenstein. An excellent summer 
apple for commercial and home use. 


“Twenty Ounce 


Summer apple, very large, productive, usually picked green for cooking 
and baking. 


“Opalescent 


A large, very attractive, bright red apple generally harvested between 
Sept. 15 and Oct. 1 in central New Jersey. The trees are productive and the 
fruit generally commands top market prices when ripe. (Only 2 yr. trees 


available ) 


~ Summer Rambo 


An attractive, large, late summer apple of good quality. It may be 
harvested when still green and be suitable for cooking. When allowed to 
mature on the tree it develops red stripes and is suitable for both eating 
and cooking. The tree is strong, vigorous with large, thick, leathery leaves. 
I: is productive and bears good crops annually. (Only 2 yr. trees available) 


“McIntosh 


Medium to large fall apple, red, with a white, crisp, juicy flesh. 
Excellent dessert quality and used for sauce. A well known commercial and 
home variety. 


-\ Cortland 


Large, McIntosh type apple, striped to solid red, a good commercial 
or home variety where McIntosh does well. Stores well and is a good eat-

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PEARS 


It is necessary to have two different varieties of pears to insure 
proper pollination. However, Bartlett and Seckel will not cross pollinate. 


Bartlett 


Large, golden yellow with a blush, widely adaptable, excellent for 
commercial and home canning, ripening about September 1st. 


Anjou 


Large, yellowish green, with prominent dots and russetting, excellent 


for home and commercial planting. Ripening after Bartlett in late Septem- 
ber. 


Bose 


Large, tapering necked, excellent quality, pleasant aroma, brownish 
yellow in color, productive and hangs well to the tree, ripening late 
in September. 


Gorham 


Similar to Bartlett in appearance and quality. Ripening about ten 
days to two weeks after Bartlett. Stores well, a good variety to follow 
Bartlett. 


Keiffer 


Large, yellow with a blush, vigorous grower and more resistant to 
blight than most varieties, ripening in late September. 


Wordon Seckel 


Medium sized, yellow brown of excellent quality especially fine for 
pickling. Identical to regular Seckel, except larger in size. It retains all 
the excellent qualities of Seckel.

Red, mid-season, high quality, medium to large cluster and berries, 
excellent for eating, a good local market grape. It is sterile and must be 
planted with another variety for pollination.

Black, late, good quality, medium to large cluster and berry, does 
best on fertile heavier soils and must be pruned severely. 


~\ Fredonia 


Blue black, early, good quality, medium to large cluster and berries, 
excellent early commercial variety. 


“ Schuyler 


Early black grape which produces large clusters. It is an American- 
European hybrid and shows promise as a red wine grape and for table use. 


~~ Steuben 


A late midseason black grape ripening with Concord. Vigorous, pro- 
ductive and winter hardy. The clusters are long, compact and tapering and 
the fruit is sweet. It shows some promise as a red wine grape.
